Tie Pope Performs tho Impro« ijvo Cere 


mony of Opening the Holy rioot of 


St. Peter's Cathedral. ' 


Rome, Dec. 24. The Pope (solemnly 


Inaugurated the Holy Year by per- 
forming the impressive ceremony of 
opening the Holy Door of Stjpetci's 
cathedral at 11 o'clock this looming 
The ceremony was performed^ in the 
vestibule, which was handsomely dec- 
orated, in the presence of the papcl offi- 
cers, the members of the diplomatic 
corps, leading representatives of the 
Roman nobility and a number of spec- 
ially invited guests. 


After donning the pontifical robes, 


the Pope, borne-on the sedia gestatona 
and escorted by the papal guards, pro- 
ceeded with the cardinalb and the court 
to the Sistine chapel in the Vatican 
palace, where were gathered represent- 
atives of the Roman religious oracrs 
and clergy. After a brief prater be- 
fore the holy sacrament, which was 
there exposed, Leo intoned the "Vene 
Creator" and then again ascebded the 
sedia gestatona. Preceded b|y clcigy 
and friars, who bore lighted cauules, 
the Pope proceeded to the vestibule of 
the basilica, priests lining the halls 
and staircases en route.

Sanford A. Chapman vs. Charles H. 


Decrbwi 


Rescript, Strout, J. Chapter 287 of 


the laws of 1892, which requires owners 
ot dogs' to have them registered and 
licensed annually, does not destroy 
property in unlicensed doge, nor take 
away the right of action for killing 
such dog by an unauthorized person. 
The statue directs the municipal of- 
ficers of a town, within 10 days after- 
Mar 1. of each year, to issue their -war- 
rant to 'a constable to destroy dogs not 
licensed as the statute reijulres. With 
a single exception no person othjer than 
such officer Is justified In killln; them. 
That exception la under R. S., (!. 30, f, 
2, which provides that "any person' 
may lawfully kill a dog that si dden^y, 
assaults him or another perso i when: 
peaceably walking or riding, or 'jls 
found worrying, founding or killing 
any domestic animal outside the en- 
closure lor Immediate ore of his own- 
er." To justify killing in such case; 
the dog must be engaged In the act 
of attacking or worrying at the tlme.,It 
la not sufficient that he had previously 
done" so', or that the party had reason- 
able cause to'believe that' It ^raif

It is a one-horsa covered cut-under 


of about 1200 pounds weight, fitted, with 
rubber 
tires 
and platform springs, 


which make k ride as easily as a cra- 
dle. The exterior dimensions are: 13% 
feet length, 
height. The 


4 feet width, and 5 teet 
outside is painted black 


with the wcjrds. Eastern Maine- Gen- 
eral Hospital in gilt 
letters on each 


side and the word Ambulance on the 
front and rear. The sides and back 
are of pebbled leather, with a window 
in each side. On each side of the seat 
is a large carriage lantern. 


The Interior is finished in natural 


wood, and the bed, which is a soft hair 
mattress, occupies one-half of the cart 
with a seat in the rear for the use of 
the attendant. It is the Intention to put 
in a comple e chest of emergency in- 
struments, b indages, medicines, etc. 


For the piesent this vehicle will be

NO APPLES BEING SHIPPED. 


"Just at the present time no apples 


are being shipped from this port to 
England," said Mr. F. D. Cummings, 
the Portland wholesale fruit agent, to 
a reporter. 
"The business is always 


quiet at the time of the holiday season 
as the English dealers make an agree- 
ment with us that they will hold no 
auction sales between Christmas and 
New Years. 
We stopped shipping a 


few days ago and will not resume until 
the first of the year. 


"The business, so far this season, 


compares favorably with the standard 
of past years, although, the quality of 
some of the apples which have reached 
this city for shipment has not been 
quite as good, as in former years. This 
situation la entirely due to the long 
and unusual period of phenomenally 
mild weather which has been experi- 
enced in thlsjmrt of the country dur- 
ing the last few weeks. To adequately 
meet this state of affairs some ot the 
dealers have managed to take the pro- 
per precautions and packed the apples 
properly so that their hav$ been for- 
warded In goofl style. Others have not 
sent the apples in such good condition 
and as a reairtt have ot course had to 
suffer tram the failure to properly pack 
the apples. . This has caused a very
